ANTI-LOTTERY. 


Lntt Measmre Signed by President 


Cleveland. 


WASHINGTON, March 5. — The 
last 


measure signed by the president and 
one in which a great deal of interest 
has been taken, is the "anti-lottery 
bill." The measure is a brief one of 
but four sections, the most important 
of which is the firat. This specifies that
